Ms. Fitzwater confirmed the pantry has already been purchased and may be installed right
away once a location is approved. Additionally, the pantry is the size of a mini fridge, will hold
non-perishable foods, and is weatherproof.

TE Van-Otoo confirmed LED streetlights are in the plans to be installed at the
Woods at Hidden Creek; noting, none have been installed at this time. CM Mertz
raised a concern for light pollution. TM Tantillo advised the Planning Commission
is working on the Light Pollution Ordinance. NCC Carter advised New Castle
County has passed an ordinance regarding LED streetlights.

a. Mr. Emsley advised old parts of the Town need streetlights. TM Tantillo
advised the Town is looking into this.

b. Mayor Lobdell advised to report any streetlight outages to the Town
Manager or Delmarva Power.

E. Town Manager Antonina Tantillo

TM Tantillo confirmed the Public Health Emergency has been extended every 30
days. Additionally, the recent extension is until April 30t".

TM Tantillo advised the estimated time of arrival for the Solar Speed Sign poles
should be by the end of May.

TM Tantillo confirmed the Town is working on getting the Public Safety letter that
addresses Parking Concerns distributed to residents.

TM Tantillo confirmed the Town is working on perfecting the curb painting for fire
hydrants.

TM Tantillo confirmed approved permits must be displayed in a visible location.



6. TM Tantillo confirmed there was a violation issued regarding a permit.

7. Announcement by Town Clerk Mariaelena Rivera regarding the 2023 Election.

a. TCRivera reported the Board of Elections met on Friday, March 31t and
concluded that there will not be a 2023 Election, as there are four candidates
for four available seats. There were three seats available for a two-year term
and one seat for a one-year term.

b. TC Rivera confirmed the four candidates are as follows:
i.  Dr.Joseph J. Bangura: 2-year term selected.
ii.  Marcus W. Suhr: 2-year term selected.
iii.  Matthew W. Chapman: 2-year term selected.
iv.  Joshua L. Mertz: 1-year term selected.

c. TCRivera confirmed the four candidates will be sworn in at the June 7t",
2023, Town Council meeting.

d. TCRivera reminded Council there was a Board of Elections member who
advised they were unavailable for the day of the election. TC Rivera advised
Council there is no longer a need to fill the vacancy for the Board of Elections
since the member has advised they wanted to continue serving on the Board
of Elections. TC Rivera noted the member was present for all meetings.

F. New Castle County Councilman David Carter

1. NCC Carter reported the Cellular Phone Study has been completed and advised if
Council requests, a redacted copy of the report may be provided.

2. NCC Carter advised New Castle County is continuing to work with the State on the
Broadband Project.

3. NCC Carter advised he is continuing to work with Interfaith Housing on
revitalization of old Town.

4. NCC Carter provided the following updates regarding Wiggins Mill Park:
a. Invasive plants have been removed.

b. The first planting of trees will be happening next week; goal is to plant in total
15,000.00 trees.

c. On April 25, Wiggins Mill Park will be dedicated as a Critical Habitat and the
first seedlings will be planted. Additionally, the Town has the option of
dedicating the open space to allow for connectivity with Wiggins Mill Park.

Additionally, the Mayor is receiving pay in the amount

of $100.00 per month and the rest of the Council is receiving pay in the

amount of $50.00 per month. CM Mertz advised he believes all of Council

should be paid equally.

TM Tantillo advised she has performed research of other Delaware

Municipalities regarding pay scale and noted that the pay scale varies or

there is no pay for Council members.

TS Griffiths advised Council may add an effective date for the ordinance to

be for the next election cycle.

TS Griffiths advised historically the Town has paid Council, therefore pay for

Council may remain. Additionally, the ordinance may be passed with what

is currently being designated to confirm and make it retroactive.

Council discussed adding an effective date and bonus compensation to the

ordinance presented.

CM Mertz made a motion to add to section two that the ordinance becomes

effective July 1%, 2023. CW Rojas seconded the motion. Voice vote of all

Council: all yea’s.

i.  Council added the effective date of July 1%, 2023, under section two of
the ordinance presented.

Mayor Lobdell noted the second reading should be held at the next regular

Town Council meeting in May.

Additionally, this may be re-evaluated at a later time if
there are frequent change orders.

a) FO Helms advised purchases orders are made at the request of
the vendor.

¢) FO Helms provided Council an explanation of the Town's
Procurement policy:

i. For larger purchases approved by Council an invoice is
received, the purchase order is generated, the
purchase order is approved by TM Tantillo, and then
the purchase order is approved by the Finance
Committee.

ii. For smaller purchases, such as office supplies, they are
ordered typically by credit card. A PO (Purchase Order)
is generated upon receipt of the PNC Bank Credit Card
Statement, the purchase order is approved by TM
Tantillo, and then the purchase order is approved by
the Finance Committee.

X. Section M: Added threshold for purchases over $10,000.00. Removed
requirement for a budget amendment public hearing.

xi.  Section N: Added the word Finance for Finance Committee.
xii.  Section O:

c. CM Mertz thanked the Finance Committee and FO Helms for working
together on preparing the purchasing policy.
